Entry Into War 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—Tor- 


pedoed in a night attack the Ameri- 
can destroyer Jacob Jones, one of the 
newest and largest submarine hunters 
of her class, was sunk Thursday night 
In the war zone, and two-thirds of her 
crew lost. The disaster brings to the 
American people the tirst naval loss 
of great consequence since the coun- 
try entered the war. 


Thirty-seven of her officers and crew 


were taken off in life raits. The re- 
mainder are not accounted for in to- 
day's dispaich from Vice Admiral 
Sims, who forwarded the names of lu 
of the survivors.

roundup of the Austro-Hungarians 
in the United States began today 
with the agents of the department 
of justice being assisted by local 
authorities.

obtain lignite in wagons direct from 
a mine are permitted to accumulate 
four months' supply of lignite in fuel 
order No. 3, issued today by Kedero' 
Fuel Administrator Baker. The order 
follows- 


It is Hereoy ordered, That effective 


at twelve o'clock, midnight, Thursday, 
December Gth, 1917, no person, firm 
or association of persons, or corpor- 
ation shall sell or contract to sell or 
deliver to any other person, firm or 
association of persons or corporation 
any anthracite for household purposes 
in any quantity in excess of one thou- 
sand pounds. 


It is Further Ordered, Thdt no per- 


son, firm or association of persons, 
or corporation, except producers or 
retailers taereof shall thereafter ac- 
cumulate or have on hand coal, coke 
or briquettes of any kind, whether 
'•n'hrncite, 
bituminous, 
sub-bitumin 


ous or lignite, for any purpose, ip 
any quantity in excess of the usual, 
reasonable requirements of such per- 
son, firm or association of persons, 
or corporation, for a periol of two 
rnonihs; provided, that a consumer

Many of these are so gravely wounded their only hope lies 
in the best of care. Set ions fears are felt that cold, shock and ex- 
posure will result in an outbreak of pneumnoita. 


A sintrle telegraph wire, bending dangerously in the storm, 


offered Halifax only a precarious means of communication with the 
outside world, and it was feared momentarily that this line would 
snap. At Ix?st it gave only a halting connection with other points. 
Telegraph and telephone companies are making desperate efforts 
to jirovidf a makeshift service but the work is beset with great 
difficulties.

He was en- 


gaged in inspecting shells In a shed on 
the water front when the devastation 
began and barely escaped lefore the 
building collapsed. 


This is his story: 
"A few seconds after the roar of the 


explosion 
a gust 
of 
wind 
swept 


through the shed and then down came 
pillars, boards and beams. 
1 rushed 


to the open and the sight that met my 
gaze was the worst that I hope ever 
to see. 


"1 have been in the trenches in 


France. 
I have gone 'over the top.' 


Prieinds and comrades have been shot 
in my presence. I have seen scores 
of dead men lying upon the battle 
fields, but the sight that greeted me 
yesterday was a thousand times worse 
and far more pathetic. 


Groaning in Last Agonies. 


'1 saw people lying around under 


timbers, 
stones and 
other ;debris 


some battered beyond recognition and 
others groaning in their last agonies. 


"Rushing here and there, 1 strug- 


gled to assist them and as near as I 
can rememberr pulled 22 men and chil 
dren from under the wreckage. As I 
was right in the affected district, I 
witnessed the full horror of the sit- 
uation. Partly blinded by the smoke 
from burning dwellings, 1 groped out 
assisting some of', the poor mothers 
and little ones who were 
running 


about screaming and'searching vainly 
for lost ones, in many instances sev- 
er to be seen by them again.

I and more bodies of dead men, women 
and children. Death was everywhere. 


Flame* Swept Pathway.
